THE QUARANTINE ‘REGULATIONS. 


Ata meetingof the Sanitary Board on 
Thuraday @ letter from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies to tho Governor, 


Government 
Board having drawn Mr Chamberlain's at- 
tention to the fact that a wide divergence 
existed between the practice followed as re- 
.| gardy quarantine in certein colonies and the 
principles which the Board regard as: suit- 
able for dealing with tho diseases referred 
rto, the regulations, which are dated Sth 
November, 1890, were forwarded for the 
information of tho Board. The following 
is a precis of the regulations :— 

The preamble recites the powers of the 
Loeal Government Loard, revokes the 
previows-orders, and makes the following 
regulations.

Art. I1.—The oflicer of Customs whe, on 
tho arrival of any ship frem foreign, shall 
visit the ship shajl ascertain, so far ag pos- 
sible, whether such ship is infected, and if 
he huv¥é reason Lo suspect that the ship is 
Tniucted or has come from any infected 
place shall require the master gf the ship 
or the surgeon, if the ship carries a surgeon, 
to give in writing a true auswer, in forms 
which are sel out, to the question whether 
any case or mapeeted ease of elolera, yellow 
fever, or plague he served con bord 
during the voyage or during the stay of tho 
ship in the port from which sho comes or 
in ay other port in the courbe. of, the 
voyage. 

(2) The ollicer of Customs if lo finds or 
suxpeels that the ship is infected shall 
detuin her, and the slip shall be moared or 
anchered in such posiion as he shall 
direct.
